Grundy, named to the place yester- 
day by Governor Fisher, occupied | 
the attention of the Senate for three 
hours. It revolved around a resolu- 
tion by Senator Nye of North Da-

Fortunately for New York 
City by the time the first snow flur- 
ries reached here about 4 P. M., the

By 8 P. M., the Weather Bureau 
reported, half an inch of snow had 
fallen. But the flakes were large and 
moist and melted almost as quickly 
as they reached the ground.

Two Men in Some Cells.

Justice Strong Says That Was Re- 
sponsible for Auburn Break. 


Too much “sob stuff’? was respon- 
sible for the prison outbreak’ at: Au- 
burn in the opinion of Supreme Court 
Justice Strong of Brooklyn. Justice 
Strong expressed his opinion yester- 
day at a hearing of a contempt of 
court charge involving a law clerk 
in the Sheriff's office who was ac- 
cused of having delayed the execu- 
tion of a Supreme Court writ of 
attachment. 

After denouncing the attitude of 
that clerk in icular, Justice 
Strong said that his fault was the 
fault of too many these days and 
that “‘a at many people have no 
respect for the law until they get 
into trouble.’

OF SOUND BUSINESS 


Telephone Executive in Chicago 
Speech Declares Country Is 
Making Economic Progress. 








DEPRECATES SPECULATION 





He Stresses Responsibility of All in 
Effecting Readjustment for 
Stability In the Future.

CHIGAGO, Dec. 12.—The view of 
the business outlook.for 1980 taken 
by the telephone industry is best in- 
dicated by the plans of the. American 
Telephone & Telegraph Company 
to spend $700,000,000 this coming 
year for betterments and extensions, 
according- to Walter -S. Gifford, 
president of the company. 

Mr. Gifford addressed the Chicago 
Association of Commerce tonight at 
its twenty-fifth anniversary dinner 
at the Palmer House, which was at- 
tended by 1,200 members and guests. 
President Hoover sent a telegram 
congratulating the association on its 
birthday and its accomplishments, 

In his address, Mr. Gifford gave a 
philosophy- of American civilization, 
the keynote of which was that high 
standards of livng and well being 
for every one were as much a part 
of democracy as politics and univer- 
sal education. 

Then, reviewing developments in 
science, natural resources, human 
relations, the character of America’s 
man power and its organizing ability 
and imagination, he continued: 

‘Unless the temper and genius of 
our people are suddenly changed, 
unless their perceptions and aspira- 
tions are suddenly duiled, continued 
improvement in the standard of liv- 
ing and in the general welfare of 
this country is as inevitable as. the 
tides. of the ocean,” 

Foreign. critics and those at home 
who delight to picture America as a 
land of dollar chasers and a nation 
of machine tenders in a mechanical 
age and to sketch Uncle Sam as 
Uncle Shylock standing under three 
golden balls, were deprecated by Mr. 
Gifford, 

Then, turning to the present eco- 
nomic situation and telling of the 
projected outlay by his company, 
Mr. Gifford said:

WASHINGTON, De. 122 — 
Further increases 
were approved by the Senate today 
before it adjourned to make action 
on the $160,000,000 income tax reduc- 
tion resolution possible. 

By adjourning instead of recessing, 
the parliamentary situation will be 
such tomorrow as‘to permit a mo- 
tion to be made for consideration of 
the tax proposal without debate. 
The, resolution itself, however, will 
be open to ‘unlimited discussion. 
Leaders of both parties predict its 
early adoption without delaying the 
tariff: measure unduly, 

The Finance Committee Republi- 
eans continued today’ to wean away 
enough Democrats and. Republican 
Indépendents from wool growing 
States to put through increases in 
duties of wool waste, carbonized 
wool and wool yarns to compensate 
for the increase previously voted on 
raw wool from. 31 to 34 cents a 
pound. 

Reject the Existing Rate. 

The only roll call of the day re- 
jected by 45.to 84 an amendment 
by Senator Hayden, Democrat, of 
Arizona, to restore the existing com- 
bination. rate of 33 cents a pound 
and 20 per cent ad valorem on 
carbonized wool, including tops, not 
further advanced than roving. The 
committee rate of 37 cents a pound 
and 20 per cent was accepted with- 
out a record vote, 

Arguing for his amendment, Sena- 
tor Hayden contended that the rate 
on raw wool was not wholly effec- 
tive and consequently there was no 
justification for placing a 3 or 4cent 
differential above that duty on every 
other levy in the schedule. 

Opposing the amendment, Chair- 
man Smoot of the Finance Commit- 
tee asserted that, if'adopted, it would 
**kill the wool industry in the West.”’ 

Nine Republican independents and 
four Democrats joined thirty-two Re 
publican regulars in voting against 
the Hayden: proposal. Three inde- 
pendents and one regular combined 
with thirty Democrats in support- 
ing it. 

Approval also was given a com- 
mittee proposal to increase the duty 
on top, slubbing, roving and ring 
waste from 31 cents in the present 
law and 384 cents in the House bill 
to 87 cents a pound. The House pro- 
vided the same rates on these wastes 
as it did on raw wool. 

Lower Yarn Duties. Eliminated, 


Elimination of the lower duty 
brackets in the wool yarn: paragraph 
was approved, as recommended by 
the Finance Committee, thus placing 
yarns valued at not more than 
cents a pound in the same bracket 
with yarns worth not over $1a pound. 

For the latter class of yarns, the 
Senate approved an increase in the 
duty from 36 cents a pound and 35 per 
cent ad valorem to 40 cents and fe 
per cent, the same as the house 
vided. Yarns valued at more than 
$1 but not over $1.50 a pound were 
put on a tariff of 40 cents a pound 
and. 45 per cent, as against 40 cents 
and 40 per cent in “the House bill and 
36 cents and 40 per cent in the pres- 


ent law. 

By wiking up the tax resolution to- 
morrow, the Senate is not expected 
to return to consideration the 
tariff measure until next week. Al- 
most the entire manufactured goods 
rates in the wool schedule have yet 
to be acted upon,

The letter from President Machado 
was produced near the end of the!

Writes of Shattuck in Miami. 


Another’ letter by Mr. Lakin ‘to 
Colonel Tarafa, dated Feb. 25, 1929, 
said that Mr. Shattuck had been 
talking over the ‘Cuban stigar *prob- 
lem with Mr..

TO TIGHTEN SAFETY RULES 





Bush Says His Committee Seeks to 
Draft Measure Which Can Be Kept 
Constantly Up to Date. 





Important recommendations de- 
signed to improve building methods 
and effect substantial ‘savings in 
construction were submitted in re- 
ports yesterday by seven of the 
technical subcommittees enlisted by 
the Merchants’ Association in its 
task, undertaken at the request of 
Mayor Walker, of writing a new 
building code for New York City. 

The reports of the subcommittees 
were made at a meeting of the ad- 
visory committee in the assembly 
room of the Merchants’ Association. 
Irving T. Bush, chairman of the 
advisory committee, presided. This 
committee, consisting of 220 mem- 
bers, includes representatives of 
civic, trade and technical organiza- 
tions as well as the members of the 
nineteen technical subcommittee. - 

The most important recommenda- 
tions presented yesterday were those 
of the subcommittee on materials, 
loads and stresses, of which R. H. 
Shreve of Lam & Harmon, 11 East 
Forty-fourth Street, is chairman. 
Three of the changes recommended 
by the subcommittee were: 

1. An increase in permissible 
stresses of structural steel from 
16,000 pounds to 18,000 pounds a 
square inch. 

2. A revision of the requirements 
in connection with wind pressure, 
with provision to be made in build- 
ings for a wind load of twenty 

unds a square foot instead of 
hirty pounds as at present. It is 
recommended that the entire wind 
pressure be taken up in the frame 
of the building. 

3. Recommendations that welding 
and, in some instances, bolting be 
permitted as a cheaper means of 
construction and with a view to re- 
ducing noise. 


Foundation Changes Urged. 


One of the most important recom- 
mendations of the sub-committee on 


foundations, headed by Ralph H. 
Chambers, is intended to throw a 
larger degree of responsibility on the 
Gesigning engineer for safe founda- 
tion work. He would be required to 
file an affidavit that the plans con- 
form to the code. The subcomnuiit- | 
tee recommended also changes per-! 
mitting a more liberal use of con- 
crete steel piles. 

The subcommittee on reinforced 


proposed that the designing engiowss 
of a building operation have full lati- 
tude in the selection of materials and 
stresses, but within the bounds of 
safe practice. 

The subcommittee on the protec-| 
tion of adjoining property, of which | 
Mr. Chambers is also chairman, 
favored the rescinding of a provision 
in the present code that where a tall 
building is erected next to a low) 
building the builder of the larger 
structure shall carry up the chimney 
flues of the older structure to the 
level of the top of the taller build- 


ing. 

Phis rule now applies to all flues 
within ten feet of the party line. 
Mr. Chambers explained that this 
regulation had had the effect of plac- 
ing unscrupulous owners in a posi- 
tion to exact payment from owners 
of new buildings even though the 
flues were not used. Mr. Chambers 
said that the codes of other cities 
contain no provision of this nature. 
Many elaborate provisions for the 
protection of adjoining structures 
during the erection of new buildings 
were recommended. 


Safety Code Strengthened. 


A new advanced code of safely 
provisions was submitted by the sub- 


committee on the protection of pub- 
lic and workmen, of which Henry 
W. Lohmann is chairman. 

The new code, Mr. Lohmann said, 
is well in advance of the safety pro- 
visions of the New York State Labor 
Law, which has been found inade- 
quate. 

“In general,’’ he said, ‘‘rules have 

been set up so as to conform to cus- 
tom, usage and to the best known 
but practical safety practice.’’ 
Mr. Lohmann announced that the 
State Department of Labor had or- 
ized an Advisory Committee on 
ustrial Code Rules and that it 
was hoped the State would alter its 
rules to conform with those in the 
mew code if the latter were found 
preferable in actual practice,

Technicians Favor Changes’ in

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.--The 
very latest thing in mergers is re- 
ported from Germany, where 
makers of the famous Black Forest 
cuckoo clocks have decided to com- 
bine as a means of improving con- 
ditions affecting this particular in- 
dustry.

The report dealing with materials, 
loads and stresses revealed that the 
reduced allowances for wind pres- 
sure were ieee only after care- 
ful study of the effects of the Florida 
hurricane of 1926. It declared: ‘‘The 
sum total of our erience to date 
shows no building adequately braced 
to withstand a wind pressure of fif- 
teen pounds per square foot even to 
have suffered damage in the most 
severe windstorms.”’ 


In justifying the increase in per- 
missible steel stresses, the report 
said: 


“Our recommended working stress- 
es are based upon the established 
facts that the steel now going into 
our buildings has an _ ultimate 
strength of over 60,000 pounds per 
square inch and a yield point which 
averages about 37,000 pounds per 
square inch. These facts were made 
available by the American Saciety 
of Civil Engineers, which examined 
and thoroughly analyzed the mill 
test records of over 6,000 heats of 
steel made in six widely scattered 
mills and covering the period of five 
or six years prior to 1926. 

“It is our belief that there is no 
case on record where a high working 
stress has been the cause of the fail- 
ure of a steel frame structure; and 
that with all other factors. un- 
changed 18,000 pounds is as safe as 
16,000 pounds. 

“The steel frame of a_ building 
costs from 10 per cent to 20 per cent 
of the total cost. The provisions of 
this new section provide a direct 
theoretical saving of about 12 per 
cent, and also indicate some indi- 
rect saving in fireproofing and 
foundations.”

Vare was stricken at his 
residence here today with a relapse 
from his recent illness, due to over- 
exertion attending his vain efforts 
last week to gain the seat in the Sen- 
ate, to which he was elected from 
Pennsylvania in 1926. 

Mrs. Vare and the couple’s married 
daughter, Mrs. William Kipp,. are 
also lying ill in adjoining rooms at 
the Vare cottage. 

Miss Beatrice Vare, another daugh- 
ter, said that her father was ‘‘very, 
very ill,’’ but reports as to the nature 
of his illness were e until the 
arrival of Dr; Elwood R. Kirby, who 
had been summoned from Philadel- 
phia at Mr. Vare’s orders. After a 
twenty-minute examination of the pa- 
tient, Dr. Kirby said: 

“Mr. Vare is suffering only from 
extreme fatigue. It is more or less a 
reaction from affairs at Washington, 
and the long automobile ride to Lan- 
caster last esday to attend the fu- 
neral of Congressman Griest. 

“There is nothing  organicallv 
wrong and his condition is just as it 
has been during the last year, 

“T have ordered him to remain in 
bed for three days and forbidden all 
but members of his immediate fam- 
ily to see him. All he needs is com- 
plete rest and then he will be up and 
about.’’ 

Dr. Kirby said he did not think 
Mr. Vare’s illness would interfere 
seriously with his plans for the 
Spring Republican primary cam- 
paign, in which Mr. Vare has an- 
nounced that he will fight again for 
the Senate seat, now held by Joseph 
R. Grundy. 

Mr. Vare became fll on May 21, 
1928, with acute indigestion and 
pleurisy. He seemed to have recov- 
ered from his illness the following 
month, bet suffered a stroke on Auz. 
4, 1928. He was partially paralyzed 
and for several days it was doubtful 
if he would recover. He was attend- 
ed on that occasion by Dr. Kirby 
—_ Dr. John J. Shaw of Philadel- 
phia. 

Both. physicians were almost con- 
stantly at his bedside, until he began 
to rally several weeks: later. He 
finally regained the use of his limbs, 
and his improvement was steady un- 
til recently he had seemed almost to 
have regained normal health.

Chancellor Mueller prefaced his 
statement with a frank but emphatic 
refutation of the charges contained 
in the memorandum recently made 
public by Dr, Hijalmar Schacht, 
president of the Reichsbank, in which 
the latter attacked the government 
for failure to undertake the reform 
of the Reich’s finances and also for 
its alleged failure to protect Ger- 
many’s prerogatives under the Young 
plan. At almost the same hour that 
the Chancellor was occupying him- 
self with Dr. Schacht’s attack, the 
latter was receiving a rousing ova- 
tion upon his appegrance at the 
meeting of the industrialists, who 
strongly epprove his criticism of the 
government.

Former Governor Alfred E. Smith 
left for Washington last night to dis- 
cuss with navy engineers the pro- 
posed airship mooring mast on the 
top of the new Empire State Build- 
ing on the site of the old Waldorf- 
Astoria on Fifth Avenue. Plans for 
this mast were announced on 
Wednesday by Mr. Smith. 

The decision to provide facilities 
for airship mooring in the centre of 
the city was made, it was learned 
yesterday, after several discussions 
with engineers and. officials of the 
Goodyear Zeppelin Corporation of 
Akron, Ohio, among them Com- 
mander Jerome C. Hunsaker, vice 
president of the Goodyear Zeppelin 
Company and president of the‘ re- 
cently formed airship transport com- 
pany which is planning a trans- 
pacific service. 

This mooring mast atop a sky- 
scraper is perfectly feasible, Com- 
mander Hunsaker said. It will re- 
quire some revision of the plans for 
the new building and certain engin- 
eering changes in the entire steel 
structure to the foundations to make 
provision for the stresses. that 
would be set up by a thousand-foot 
airship swinging in the wind and 
held to the building by a single con- 
nection at the top of a 1,300-foot 
structure. Tentative sketches have 
been made but the work of figuring 
out the stresses and strains and de- 
ciding upon the materials necessary 


to stand them is still to be done. 
Revised specifications for the pro- 
posed building were filed yesterday 
Lara the Bureau of Buildings in 
Manhattan, 
The new specifications increase the 
height of the building from 670. to 
1,005 feet and the number of floors 
from fifty-five to eighty-five and say

In published estimates this fig 
has been placed as high as 60, 
000,000.

Aaren Naumberg, merchant and 
philanthropist,,.who died suddenly in 
Italy on June. 29, 1928, while tour- 
ing with his wife, and whose will 
gave $1,300,000 to charities, left an 
estate appraised yesterday by De- 
puty Tax Commissioner Stephenson 
at $7,093,620 gross and’ $5,910/826 net. 
The deductions were $467,898 in 


debts, many of which were for-char- be 


itable subscriptions; $296,186 for. fu- 
neral and administration expenses 
and. $418,700 in commissions to the 
three executors, one of whom was 
Supreme Court Justice Proskauer. 

Mr. Nauniberg gave $550,000 in out- 
right bequests to eharities and di- 
rected that $750,000. more be divided 
among them tipon the death of his 
wife, Mrs, Nettie C, Naumberg, who 
received ‘$250.000°in cash, $11,957 in 
personal effects’ and jewelry,. a life 
interest in $1,000,000 and a life inter- 
est in the residue, $3,044,651. In ad- 
dition Mr. Naumberg gave .his wife 
jewelry and art worth $427,027 dur- 

ing the two years before his death, 
which were,not taxed as part of his 
estate. They included ‘‘Madonna, In- 
fant Saviour and St.John,’ by Luini; 
$75,000; ‘‘Portrait of a Man,’’ by 
Rembrandt, $102,500; ‘‘Portrait of a 
Young Man,” pafiél, possibly by Ve- 
neto, $25,000e"ring with Oriental 
ruby, 870 carats, $20,300. 

During the same period Mr; Naum- 
berg Made gifts aggregating $66,000 
to other relatives,’ The estate sub- 
mitted “an affidd@yit asserting that 
Mr. Naumberg did not make the 
gifts in anticipation of death, because 
he had been in good health and ‘‘had 
no reason to anticipate, so far as is 
known, his early demise.’’ 

“His generosity was unusual, very 
broad in its scope and not limited by

ANTI-TOXIN IS SOUGHT 


Bacteriologist, Native of Brooklyn, 
Names His Find Pleomorphic 
Streptococcus, 





Special to The New York Times. 

~ CHICAGO, Dec. 12:—A year of re- 
search in the laboratories of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago to discover and 
isolate the germ of influenza which 
has taken a heavy toll of human life 
in eleven years, has been crowned 
With success. 

~ This important announcement was 
made this afternoon by the discov- 
é@rer, Dr. Isadore S. Falk, 30-year- 
old Professor of Bacteriology at the 
university and a native of Brooklyn. 

The announcement was accom- 
panied by a cautiously-worded state- 
ment that there is ‘‘a hopeful pros- 
pect’’ that an antitoxin for influenza 
will be discovered. 
~ ‘*‘What we are hoping,”’ he said, ‘‘is 
that a vaccine. prepared from dead 
microbes of the influenza germ can 
be absorbed through the. mucuous 
membrane of the nose and throat 
and thus effect a cure.’’ 

The germ has not been named 
other than by the descriptive term 
pleomorphic (many-formed) strepto- 
coccus, which Dr. Falk applies to it. 
~ About 3,800 different microbes were 
Studied before Dr. Falk decided that 
‘pleomorphic streptococcus’’ was the 
one that caused the disease. 

“ Dr. Falk is now able to ‘“‘produce’’ 
fhe dangerous germ by swabbing the 
throat of any one who has influenza, 
picking out the streptococcus in its | 
mild form and intensifying its viru- 
lence. By spraying the throats of 
monkeys with microbes from the vir- 
tient culture, he is able to produce 
at will an acute influenza resembling 
human influenza in practically every 
symptom. 

Characteristics of the influenzo 
germ are that its colonies or 
“clumps’’ containing billions of bac- 
teria turn the blood culture in whick 
they are kept alive slightly green- 
ish, and that the dangerous clumps 
have a rough, porous surface. 

- The smoother clumps have been 


Proved to be progressively less dan- 
rous. They range from those which 
San produce bronchitis, and others 
Which can produce a variety of com- 
mon colds, to those very smooth-sur- 
faced clumps which are innocuous 
and which are present in the ‘‘nor- 
mal’ throat. 
“The influenza germ was actually 
found during the epidemic of De- 
cember, 1928, along with many other 
bacteria, but was not definitely iden- 
tified as such until long afterward 
When hundreds of other microbes 
Were gradually eliminated as sus- 


pects. 

“The medium which Dr. Falk was 
finally able to apply in sustaining 
both the virulent and non-virulent 
forms of this particular streptococ- 
cus was found to be a heated protein 
broth with sheep blood. 


- 14 Aides Caught Influenza. 


Fourteen members. of. the Bacteri- 
ology Department, all of whom de- 
veloped influenza during the epi- 
demic, assisted Dr. Falk in the work, 
toiling an average of sixteen hours a 
day and sleeping on their desks, in 
arder that they could get samples of 
@il the suspect: germs before the epi- 
demic ran its course. 

.Samples of throat swabs ‘were 
taken from twenty-four people, 
mostly students or assistants. 

The germ which later proved to be 
responsible was taken _from_ the 
blood of Miss R. A. McKinney, one 
of the research assistants. 

Dr. Falk made his announcement 
, today at a meeting of the Bacteri- 

ology Club. 

‘An enormous amount of research 
work has been done on the influenza 
Broblem since the great epidemic of 
+ killed millions of people,’’ he 
said.

Merchants in Clothing Centre Ex- 
pect to Help 2,500 Families 
at Christmas Time. 





In its first campaign to give Christ- 
mas cheer to poor families. living in

STRESSES FOREIGN TRADE 





It May Hold Key to Revival, He 
Tells Economic Club Here— 
Warne of Unfair Methods. 





A general note of optimism with 
respect to American business and 
industry and a forecast of renewed 
prosperity during the second half of 
1930 was sounded by Julius H. 
Barnes, chairman of the board of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce; Julius Klein, assistant secre- 
tary of the Department of Com- 
merce, end other speakers at the 
dinner of the Economic. Club of New 
York last night at the Hotel Astor. 

More than 1,000 members and 
guests were present. The speakers 
included Colonel Leonard P. Ayres, 
vice president of the Cleveland Trust 


H. Cahill, president of the Plaza 
Trust Company, and Richard T. Ely, 
director of the Institute for Research 
in Land Economics and Public Utili- 
ties. The subject of the evening’s 
discussion was ‘‘Current Develop- 
ments in Finance, and Business Pros- 


pects.”’ 

In consideration of the recent 
crash in the stock market,’ which 
was the point of departure for all 
the speakers, Mr. Barnes pointed out 
the complexity of American business 
and economics today in contrast to 
conditions even half a century ago. 
and emphasized -the vital inter-re- 
lation of industries which permit a 
deflection in’ one quarter to react 
unfavorable upon the whole. Such 
a situation, he said was responsible 
for the recent complete collapse of 
the stock market, 

He said that a return of the credit 
market and business activity will 
perhaps be slow during the first half 
of the coming year, but that condi- 
tions will obtain their regular équa- 
nimity before the year is. out. 

He suggested that a contributing 
factor would be an increase in the 
foreign trade of the nation. 
**Through a systematic and sensible 
promotion of our trade relations 
abroad,’’? said Mr. Klein, ‘‘the prod- 
ucts of these small manufacturers 
can be sold, they can be made to 
prosper and stability in our economic 
life can be induced to a remarkable 
degree. But we must not indulge in 
a foolhardy sale of our surplus in 
foreign markets and incur the en- 
mity of the foreign business leaders. 
We must move with a sober realiza- 
tion of good-will, for the sins of one 
national are visited upon all.”

Miss White had 
boarded the France at Havre, ‘in- 
tending to go ashore when the ship 
touched at Plymouth, which is abdéut 
200 miles from Havre. When the 
France hove to five miles outside 
of Plymouth, Captain Williams went 
aboard to pilot her into the English 
port, but was finally prevented from 
doing so by the terrific gale.

ONCE A YEAR. 


“The grandest of heroic deeds are 
“those which are performed. within 
“four walls in domestic privacy,” 
said RICHTER. Full of such heroisms 
are the stories of New York’s One 
Hundred Neediest Cases; the mother 
suffering from an incurable disease, 
but toiling to provide food for a 
child dying from heart trouble, and 
saying, “ For me to die doesn’t mat- 
“ter, but a boy of 15 might mind 
; the girl who on her meager 
earnings ‘ts supporting a father who 
cannot live, an ailing mother and 
six small children in a sunless tene- 
ment; the boy of 17, who had given 
promise of becoming a musician, 
working for a few dollars a week 
to care for his mother and three 
young children; the crippled man of 
47 and his daughter of 16 making 
shift to feed and clothe six smalier 
children; the wife and husband, 80 
years and over, who keep flowers 
blooming in their window. 

These are but a few of the cases 
of courage and pathetic hope that 
make up the roll of the Neediest 
Cases, To read about them is to 
realize what the lives of the unfor- 
tunate may be in New York. Resto- 
ration of broken families, whose 
members are not asking for charity 
or expecting it, is the main purpo® 
of the appeal. 

It is a beautiful thing out this 
yearly statement of facts that sym- 
pathizers are willing to make sacri- 
fices in order to help. Some who 
themselves have known _ adversity 
give from their small savings, and 
children are so touched by a story 
of wretchedness that they send in 
their pennies. In a way the Fund is 
a course in philanthropy. Many who 
had not been in contact with any 
form of relief make a gift to the 
Hundred Neediest Cases, repeat or 
increase it another year, and the 
habit is formed. No one was ever 
sorry to be a contributor. If it in- 
volves a sacrifice it will be a satis- 
faction to light a candle in a world 
so dark for the destitute and friend- 
less at. the season when most of us 
“play and make good cheer.”

ANNIVERSARY OF THE 
WIRELESS. 


Spoiled children of an age of won- 
ders, we have grown to accept non- 
chalantly even such miracles as the 
practically instantaneous receipt in 
Times Square of radiograms dis- 
patched by Commander BYRD as he 
flies across the South Pole. But even 
this blasé generation must have 
thrilled to the account broadcast 
from London yesterday by GUGLIEL- 
MO MARCONI of the history of his in-

vention—the wireless. Twenty-eight 
years ago this week the first trans- 
oceanic message was successfully 
sent*’ from Cornwall. to. Newfound- 
land by Mr. MARCON?’S equipment, 
and it was in recollection of this 
that he stepped to the microphone 
in England yesterday and, with the 
entire world as his immediate audi- 
ence, reviewed the amazing story. 
Mr. MARCONI first signalized his 
belief in wireless communication as 
early as 1896, and before the. last 
century was ended he effected ship- 
to-shore transmission abroad, But 
this hemisphere did not awaken to 
what was being done to aerial dis- 
tance until the three dots which 
spelled the letter “s” came to this 
newspaper by relay from Cornwall 
in 1901. It is a source of satisfac- 
tion to THE New YORK TIMES that 
early in the history of. wireless it en- 
couraged and utilized the invention 
in every possible way. One of Mr. 
MARCONI’S primary difficulties was 
in sending transoceanic messages 
westward. This was surmounted, 
and on Oct. 17, 1907, when a regu- 
lar westward service was opened, 
the first message was addressed to 
THE TIMES. When the steamship | 
Republic was sinking, this newspa- | 





per had become so identified with | 
support of wireless that JACK BINNS | 
addressed his famous account of the 
rescue to this office. That was in 
1909 and is remembered as the most 
dramatic evidence of what the Mar- 
coni system. meant..in preserving 
human life. But over a year before 
a correspondent of The Chicago 
Tribuné aboard the Cymric. dis- 
patched to that newspaper and to 
this one the story of how it rescued 
those aboard the burning. St. Cuth- 
bert. By extensive patronage of the 
wireless company on the part of 
THE.-TIMES, seryice was so improved 
that for several years. .beforé the 
war a great quantity of our for- 
eign correspondence came through 
the air. 

At the outset, when coherent mes- 
sages were first published, readers 
could hardly be brought to, believe 
that they were authentic. To that 
age—the Kitty Hawk period of avia- 
tion, wheri motorists spent most of 
their time under their machines try- 
ing to make them go—the ability to

Under the 
terms of, a law passed in 1927, he 
must win his seat at a special elec- 
tion, to be held. soon, ‘even though 
success will «give title only until 
March, 1931. The committee has 
petitioned the Legislature to repeal 
this law and let Mr. SuLLIvan serve 
until a successor is chosen next 
November. 

The reason given by the Democrats 
is that the special election would add 
to the already heavy tax burdens of 
the citizens of Wyoming. The com- 
mittee is willing to waive any chance 
its own candidate might have to de- 
feat Mr. SuLiivaAN at the specia! 
election, and reserve its efforts for 
next November. 

Cynics may say that the Democrais 
couldn’t win if the special election 
were held, and that therefore their 
gesture is hollow. But so handsome 
a@ gift horse should not be inspected 
in that spirit, and it is to be hoped 
that the Legislature will accept the 
suggestion. The only reason the 
special election law exists is because 
a Democrat was Governor in 1927, 
when Senator Warren’ was _ ill, 
and it was passed to prevent a 
Democratic appointment. .

——— seeaaieie pe a 
that..one of ;the problems awaiting 
early solution would be the reorgani- 
zation of those functions of the City 
Government now exercised by the De- 
partment of Public Welfare and the 
Board of Child Welfare. 

_All. modern. private.. child-caring 
agencies recognize that the best in- 
terests of any individual child re- 
quiring assistance from sources other 
than his own family may indicate 
at .any ‘given time utilization of a 
variety of methods of care. For ex- 
ample, adoption, placement in pri- 
vate homes either free of charge or 
by payment of board, care in an in- 
stitution or, best of all, when there is 
a surviving mother who is ase where B 
and morally competent to care for 
her children, , by the provision of 
funds to enable her to maintain her 
children at home. 

In the case of a private agency 
prepared to act in its own discretion 
and wisdom, the choice of which of 
these methods shall be used is deter- 
mined solely by the child’s own wel- 
fare. 

Under our present plan of govern- 
mental organization there is no such 
centralized authority when children 
require the support of the city. Any 
of these methods can be utilized by 
the city, but the responsibility is di- 
vided between the two departments 
mentioned, with resultant difficulty 
of arriving at a wise decision in any 
given case. 

By reason of the recent withdrawal 
from the jurisdiction of the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare of hospitals 
previously under its control, the 
work of that department has been 
very considerably reduced. When the 
Department of Hospitals was created 
a year ago it was done as the re- 
sult of a careful preliminary study 
by a committee appointed by the 
Mayor, containing in its membership 
both city. officials and representatives 
of the public qualified to pass upon 
the various plans submitted. 

It would° appear desirable that a 
similar procedure be followed with 
regard to the preliminary study of 
the situation described above and to 
which the Mayor is evidently giving 
careful thought. The progress in 
modern child-care methods during 
the past quarter century has been 
very marked, The matter of the best 
possible preparation of the wards of 
the city for their future life as citi- 
zens of the community is so impor- 
tant that it would appear highly de- 
sirable that the city agencies for 
such care should have the advantage 
of the best modern practice in the 
field, and it is submitted that this 
can be brought about best by the ap- 
pointment of such a committee as is 
herein suggested for the careful con- 
sideration of the entire subject and 
the presentation of appropriate rec- 
ommendations to the Mayor and 
other interested public: officials.

Sino-Japanese Relations, 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I was distressed to read the head- 
ing in Tue Times of Dec. 8, ‘‘Blakes- 
lee Fears Chino-Japan War: Treaty 
of 1905 May Lead to a Future Clash, 
He Tella Foreign Policy Group 
Here.”* 

I do not expect a Sino-Japanese 
war. I do expect that the two na- 
tions ‘will settle this issue peacefully. 
I believe that the prospects of a 
satisfactory solution have been great- 
ly enhanced by the recent Kyoto con- 
ference. 

There is no denying, however, the 
difficulty and the danger of the 
South Manchuria problem, nor the 
strong nationalistic feeling of the 
politically minded Chinese in that 
region,, It was to show the attitude 
of some of them that I quoted the 
extreme statement, made not by me 
but by some of thé Chinese, ‘‘It may 
well mean war in the days of our 
children.”” But I also pointed out 
that among both Chinese and Japa- jc 
nese there are not only strong na- 
tionalists but conciliatory moderates; 
and that many Japanese, including 
some of their leading men, are anx- 
ious to do everything possible to win 
the good-will of the Chinese, : 

The Kyoto conference led ‘to valu- 
able personal friendships . between 
Chinese and ‘Japanese, clarified the 
issues, enabled both groups to under- 
stand better the points of view and 
the feelings of the other, ‘and started 
a study of practical proposals which 
it is planned to continue in. tHe-tiear 
future.

The secret of the 
dugout was well guarded, Visitors, 
no matter of what rank, were not 
allowed to come in uniform. 

A patent for undersea radio com- 
munication was granted to Dr. Ro 
ers on May 13, 1919. Later the pa 
ent right was questioned and the 
ease was fought in the courts for a 
long time. Dr. Rogers won in the 
lower court, but Federal Judge Soper 
at Baltimore decided against him. 


COL. CHARLES GOODNIGHT. 


Pioneer of Texas Panhandle Dies at 
93 In Tucson, Ariz. 


GOODNIGHT, Texas, Dec. 12 ().— 
Colonel Charles Goodnight, 93 years 
old; who blazed cattle trails and 
fought Indians in the early days of 


the Southwest and became one of 
the largest ranchers in Texas, died 
today at Tucson, Ariz., where he 
was spending the Winter. 

He is survived by his widow, whom 
he married about two years ago. His 
first wife died four years ago and 
on his ninety-first birthday he mar- 
ried Miss Corinne Goodnight of 
Butte, Mont., then 26 years old. Miss 

night was not a relative. 

Colonel Goodnight was known as 
the ‘‘Father of the Texas Pan- 
handle.’’ Born in Macoupin County, 
Tll., he was brought to Texas as a 
child. Before the Civil War he began 
raising cattle, and during the strug- 
gle between the States he was a 
guide and scout for a frontier regi- 
ment. 

In 1888 in partnership with John 
G. Adair of Wrathdair, Ireland, 
Colonel Goodnight was grazing 100,- 
000. head of cattle. 

Colonel Adair attracted national 
attention years ago by domesticat- 
ing buffalo, He succeeded in cross- 
ing buffalo with polled angus cows 
and produced what is known as the 
catallo, an unusual beef animal, hav- 
ing fourteen ribs instead of the 
thirteen usual for a gow. 

The pioneer disposed of most of 
his ranch holdings in recent years, 
but had led an active life until his 
final illness, resulting from an at- 
tack of influenza.

The cashier 
remembers the kindiy face outside 
the window only vaguely, for. she 
sees it only once a year; and she does 
not even know whether the unknown 
contributor returns to an automobile 
waiting at the street edge or calls a 
taxicab. This annual transaction was

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Adoption 
by the government of a policy to 
help and not hinder the development 
of the radio industry, and, by so 
doing, assure the independence of 
the United States in international 
communication was urged on the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee today by David Sarnoff, execu- 
tive vice president of the Radio a 
poration of America. 

Mr. Sarnoff advocated a boitéy in 
support of a unified, government 
controlléd, American system of ex- 
ternal communications, insisting that 
in the world at large ‘‘competition 
no longer exists, and you cannot 
meet unification abroad with division 


at ho 

“Behind the companies controlling 
communications in forei coun- 
tries,’”” he testified, “‘are the powér 
and er of their rnments. 

“Tf you don’t think R. C. A. 
deserves to be put in an equ com- 
manding position, then give it to 
some other company. e foreign 
companies hold their present more 
important positions because their 

overnments are back of them. An 

merican company should have the 
same support from the United States 
Government.”’ 

He was in full accord, the witness 
said, with the proposed creation of 
a commission on communications to 
regulate radio and communication 
gervice. He agreed with the prin- 
ciple that the assignment of wave 
lengths should be within the power 
of such a commission, emphasizing 
that what he recommended was gov- 
ernment. control in preference to 

overnment ownership, though will- 
ng to accept the latter as a ‘‘lesser 
evil,’ than that presented by the 
present situation. 


Urges Settled Government Policy. 


Above all, the witness urged the 
necessity of a well-defined and con- 
tinuing attitude on the part of the 
government. 

‘You have a golden opportunity be- 
fore your committee, gentlemen,”’ 
Mr. Sarnoff exclaimed, ‘‘to establish 
what the United States has never 
had—a communications policy. Every 
other country in the world one. 
When the British company, for in- 
stanee, wants to know what it can 
do, it knows where it can xo. It 
knows it has behind it a Foreign 
Office policy. It gets support 
not interference from its govern- 
ment.” . 

Senator Dill démanded to know in 
what way the govérnment had inter- 
fered ‘with the Radio Corporation. 
There had been “a considerable 
amount of interference” during the 
last ten years, especially in the past 
five years, was the reply.

$50,000 TO LEGION’S FUND 


Money Will Come From World’s 
Series Receipts—Action Taken 
to Clarify Scoring Rules.

Moved by a spirit of generosity, 
engendered, doubtless, by the time 
of season, the magnates of the Na- 
tional and American Leagues, sitting 
in joint session before Commissioner 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis in the 
Hotel Biltmore yesterday, vote 
favorably on appropriations - 
ira to $65,000 for several activities 
that have been Sah copeben in the in- 
terests of baseball. 

They also discussed voluminous 
matters pertaining to the intricacies 
of or i me baseball Jaw and then 

out into the sleet and snow, 
ioview behind a grouv of baseball 
correspondents from all parts of the 
country, who appeared at a loss to 
understand what could have occu ied 
the magnates for all of five long 
hours. : 

Such rather interesting topics as 
the opening and. closing of the next 
baseball season, the domestic tangles 
of the Brooklyn Baseball Club and 
radio broadcasting were not even dis- 
cussed, it was announced after the 
meeting. 

No Action on Length of Season. 


Regarding the opening and closing. 
dates, it was pointed out that this no 
longer was the business of the joint 
session, the task of making the 


schedules having been turnéd over in’ 


its entirety to the two major league 
residents, John A. Heydler of the 
ational and E. S. Barnard ‘of the 
American. 

However, as both these executives 
have expressed themselves in‘ accord 
on an early closing, it can be taken 
for a certainty that the next season 
will open on April 15 and close on 
Sept. 28, although official announce- 
ment of this will not be forthcoming 
until the schedules are completed. 

Strident tones occasionally could 
be heard coming from the other side 
of the closed doors, but what caused 
these could not be learned. It may 
have been chain Store baseball, 
which has cropped up in the game 
in recent years and has been so 
highly developed by such enterpris- 


Cardinal interests own clubs in every 
class of minor league division. Com- 
missioner Landis has been quite out- 
spoken in his opposition toward this 
rowing practice among major 
eague clubs, and President E. 8. 
Barnard of the American League re- 
cently expressed similar sentiment. 


Minor Leagues in Favor. 


But so far as was announced, :the 
only time this matter came up for 
discussion was when Breadon sub- 
mitted numerous telegrams from 
presidents of minor leagues, all of 


whom regarded the chain store base- 
ball idea in high favor. This may 
have ended the discussion. 

Most important of the The ys 
ations voted was one for $10, for 
the position of instructor in the cam- 
paign of the National Amateur Fed- 
eration to institute a system of 
coaching for sand-lot teams and also 
to assist in the coaching of school 
and college teams throughout the 
country. Leslie Mann, former ma- 
jor league outfielder, is to hold this 
position as instructor. 

A sum of $5,000 was appropriated 
for the Baseball Players’ Association 
fund, and another of $50,000 was set 
aside for the American League junior 
baseball campaign, which next year 
will embark on its third season. 

What should not be such pleasant 
news for the major league ball play- 
er, however, was the announcement 
that these expenditures are not to 
come out of the pockets of the club 
owners but out of the next world’s 
series receipts, it being approved that 
the advisory council's share of the 

ross receipts be increased from 10 
o 15 per cent, 


Will Confer With the Minors. 


After passing on numerous amend- 
ments affecting the relations between 
major and minor leagues, a motion 
was adopted to appoint a committee 


of four from each major league to 
confer with the minor leagues and 


report back. 
A motion by Colonel Ruppert, own- 


er of the Yankees, that would in- 
crease the number of optional players 
a major league club may have in the 
minors from eight to fifteen and 
would also ificrease the period of op- 
tion from two to three years, was 
adopted, but cannot become effective 
unless accepted by the minor leagues. 

A ruling was passed giving a player 
seventy-two hours in which to report 
to a club to which he has been trans- 
ferred.

Coast and Geodetic Survey Depart- 
ment was the speaker of the even- 
ing at a dinner of the Cruising 
Club of America at the Yale Ciub 
last night.

OOTBALL. can no..Jonger claim the exclusive 
rights on the scheme of changing rules. Appar- 
ently, the ease with which football’s Rules Com- 

mittee’ is able to order its subjects around has ap- 
pealed to the rulers of others, for the spirit of restless- 
ness is exhibiting itself in a good many of the sports 
cld enough to be football’s father. : ; 

Lawn tennis, polo, rowing, hotkey and golf are all 
either threatening to ‘try something new or ‘have 
changed those threats into actual performance. 

Baseball, apparently, slid past its annual meeting 
without any of the gay discussions of ten-man teams 
which. featured last Winter’s conclaves. But that 
doesn't mean there were not plenty of suggestions 
offered. They went all the way down to one which 
offered to call every foul.a strike. 

In some sports, the plans have called for a differ- 
ent system of performance rather than for changes 
in the rules. This was true of the rowing experiment 
conducted in recent months: in England and rather 


promptly abandoned. 
A Rowing Symphony. 


The experiment of the oarsmen was started by sci- 
entists. These men, watching crews take their oars 
“out of the water between strokes and, they thought, 
lose’ motion: between the same, suggested synchroniz- 
ing the. eight men in the boat. 

The idea was to have some oars in the water all 
the time. Just how this was to. be accomplished was 
not made exactly clear, for the experiment did not 
last quite long enough for details to reach this side of 
the water. The men were seated further apart, very 
probably, or else they wore headguards against bump- 
ing skulls. At first, results..were hailed-with shouts 
of success. The symphony crew did very well against 
the watch. 

But they didn’t do so nicely against another crew. 
They looked, according to reports, more like a bunch 
of:men killing water snakes than anything else. The 
experiment was abandoned. There is probably a sci- 
entific’ reason why the plan failed. There always is in 
rowing. 

But such experiments in rowing are nothing new 
and really a part of the game. There was even a 
Harvard freshmen crew, not so'many years ago, with 
two sets of oars; broad-bladed ones to use going with 
the wind; narrow-bladed ones to use going against it. 


A Lawn Tennis Outrage. 


Golf, of course, is using the new ball, and- England 
has just recently agreed to the steel-shafted clubs. It 
is in tennis that the rumblings of an outrageous plan 
are threatening. This is a plan to do away with the 
net-cord. Any tennis player who has ever seen one 
of his own drives strike the'tape, roll along and drop 
into the other court, will want to prevent any such 
scheme as this. The rebels want to play it over, just 


like a let service, or, worse still, ‘call any ball bad 
which does not clear the net. ; 

Perhaps thé ‘moralists are behind the move. .Cer- 
tainly, there is little character building in telling your 
opponent how sorry you are while you try to stifle 
the ‘relief you ‘feel. ; 
. And the old system of scoring is coming under fire 
again. This time not so much from sturdy-souls who 
resent the use of the word “‘love,”’ as from, those who 
feel that an entire set ought to be decided on points 
and a match scored that’ way rather than in games. 
At present, they hold, a man-may lose 6—0, 6—0. after 
sending many gamés to deuce and not.gain credit for 
the fight he has put uv. Not a bad idea, 

And then there is, of course, the near certainty that

Economy Comes to Polo, 


In polo the cff-season excitement is a well-defined - 
sentiment in the Middle. West and elsewhere for short- 
ening the game from eight periods to six. 

Here, where—if you believe in fiction and advertis- 
ing posters—only young millionaires romp about, the 
movement is one of economy. The reasons are ob- 
vious enough. Fewer periods mean fewer ponies. And 
the proponents further-add-that shorter games will 
make it possible for ‘the players to get-out to fields 
from their offices more often. 

One’ by one’ the illusions are being destroyed. : ‘The 
vision of a polo player rushing from an office desk, 
leaving letters ‘‘dictated, but not read,’’ like an .ordi- 
nary golfer, does not measure up. with the gilded 
tradition. : 

And there has been the further suggestion that free 
hits from fouls be discontinued. and the offending 
player be banished. to the sidelines for a minute or so 
instead as they are in hockey. 

Appropriately enough, this suggestion has come from 
Major Frederic, McLaughlin, owner of the Chicago 
Black Hawks. McLaughlin himself was a fine ‘polo 
player on the Pacifie Coast in his earlier years and 
still. retains his interest in the sport, 


Some Hockey Complaints. 


The new hockey rules, designed to heighten scoring, 
seem to be losing some of their edge. Several of the 
recent games have been decided by just as narrow a 
margin as they used to be in the past. 

The old system of “‘ganging’’ the man with the 
puck in your own defense sector has given way to 
one of gently grouping abont the first man over, thus 
nullifying the forward passing. 

If the game tightens up again this year, they may 
try sending the attackers down behind whippet tanks. 
They are still making more goals with prostrate for- 
wards than with the rubber disk, and these don’t 
count in the score.

A Beethoven mn was given 
by Willem Mengelberg and ‘the New 
York Philharmonic Symphony Or- 
chestra, which commenced with the 
First Symphony and ended with the 
Ninth. No doubt the First Symphony 
is used so frequently by conductors 
when the Ninth Symphony follows 
because the First Symphony is so 
simple: and clear and asks so little, 
emotionally, of the audience about tn 
be inducted into the thunders and 
portents of the Ninth. On the other 
hand, the First Symphony is so smzll 
in proportion to the Ninth, and -rele- 
tively such immature Beethoven, and 
moreover so. jittle in consonance with 
the inflection or mood of the most 
gigaritic of the symphonys that we 
always have a deep desire for a con- 
cert which initiates the Ninth Sym- 
phony with the ‘Lenore’ Overture 3. 
or some other appropriate example 
of the greater Beethoven. 

Mr. Mengelberg's reading of ' the 
Ninth Symphony is well known and 
respected in this city. He has an 
admirable grasp of the colossal ar- 
chitecture of the piece, which also 
displays his technical command of 
orchestra and chorus. When he is 
rough. or heavyhanded it. sometimes 
oceurs that the music endures such 
: His.. tempi last. . night 
were well judged, in the opinion of 
this writer, although a more ethereal 
color would probably have relieved 
an impression of a ‘¢ertain. undue 
weightiness in the slow movement. 
But that is a debatable place, even 
among conductors, and the strings, 
if the coloring was not always the 
most transparent, sang the melodies 
with a fine breadth and. sonority. 

There was some rather mannered 
phrasing, and in the first movement 
a coarseness of texture which did not’ 
seem precisely necessary to the 
music. We have heard a Ninth 
Symphony that was less flesh and 
more flame, nevertheless the forth- 
rightness, vigor and full-bloodedness 
of this reading of Mr. Mengelberg’s 
merited the approval the audience 
bestowed upon it, : 

There is no need in this day to talk 
of the work itself, of the manifest 
superiority of the instrumental move- 
ments over the'choral finale; of the 
disproportionate length o some 

arts and the ‘incompleteness of 

eethoven’s realization of an impos- 
sible dream. He is so much greater 
in this partial accomplishment than 
other composers who have wrought 
perfection within a smaller compass 
of spirit and form! For there are, 
indeed, cosmic -echoes in this. music, 
over which a vast spirit. broods, so 
that there are pages: which remind 
the listener of Bi lical text—of the 
universe that was darkness and yoid 
and the spirit of God that moved over 
the waters. . 

One of . best elements of the 
performance ‘was the singing of the 
chorus . of the Schola Canterum, 
trained ‘by Hugh Ross, which again 
proved its Capacity to deal with the 
cruel heights arid depths of the vocal 
passages. It sang with exceptional 
resonance and seemed to carry out 
fully the conductor’s wishes. There 
was some insecure intonation, and 
more insecure intonation on the part 
of.a quartet which consisted of Jean- 
nette qresiand _ soprano, Nevada van 
der Veer, con falto: Richard Crooks, 
tenor, and Fred Patton,’ baritone, 
who intoned his opening recitative 
with a five color. But it is always 
a@ chance as to whether the singers 
can attain and retain the pitch that 
is desifable when they undertake 
the passages that Beethoven asks 
them to perform.

Guglielmo Marconi, the inventor 
of witéless, spoke before a micro- 
phone in London yesterday and all 
America was within sound of his 
voice. His ‘words crossed the Atlan- 
tic on short waves, to be picked up 
for rebroadcasting by the National 
Broadcasting. Company’s  coast-to- 
coast network of fifty-nine stations. 
Marconi came on the air at 1:45 P. 
M., New York. Time, after a brief 
introduction by an English an- 
nouncer whose accent gave) sufficient 
clue that America was in tune with 
London. 


The broadcast marked the twenty- | 


eighth annivérsary of the first trans- 
atlantic signal, .the letter ‘‘S’’. flashed 
across the sea from Poldhu, on the 
southwest tip of England, ‘to Marconi 
and his assistants listening in at the 
receiving station set up for the oc- 
casion in Newfoundland.

felt convinced that transatlantic 
radio telegraphy would be feasible,’’ 
said Marconi. ‘Very naturally I real- 
ized that my first endeavor must be 
directed . to. prove.that an. electric 
wave could be sent right across the 
Pager and detected at the other 
side, 

“What was at that time a most 
powerful wireless station was built 
at Poldhu in England for this pur- 
pose and an antenna system was 
constructed, supported by a ring of 
twenty wooden masts, each about 
200 feet high. In the design and con- 
struction of this English station I 
was assisted by Sir Ambrose Flem- 
ing, R. N. Vyvyan ahd W.'S. Ent- 
wisle.

“T then knew that I had been jus- 
tified in-my anticipations and that 
the very enormous distance for ra- 
dio of 1,700 miles, had been bridged. 
The electric waves which were being 
sent out into space from Poldhu had 
traversed the Atlantic unimpeded by 
the curvature of the’ earth, which so 
many. considered to be a fatal ob- 
stacle and they were now audible in 
my receiver in Newfoundland!”

At this point Marconi touched a 
wireless key that repeated the three 
dots. that comprise the ‘‘S’’ so that 
listeners in urope and America 
could hear the signal that he picked 
up twenty-eight years ago.

This. movement .of the’ day could 
hardly -be* described as response to 
the general news; it was also rather 
manifestly accelerated by profession- 
al’sales for the decline, But the re- 
covery from November’s low prices, 
Ofice it had started, went pretty fast 
and far. Since-the lowest point was 
reached, exactly a month ago, the 
“averages’”’ have recovered consider- 
ably more than one-third of the pre- 
cipitous decline from the early prices 
of. September. «It is at least a mat- 
ter of judgment whether so rapid an 
upward reaction was warranted; the 
answer to that question depends on 
how much of the year’s advance be- 
fore.September is to’ be regarded, 
from the viewpoint of. intrinsic val- 
ues, as pure inflation. Yesterday’s 
selling was presumably designed to 
test the investor’s attitude on the 
matter. 

Sterling was only a trifling frac- 
tion lower on the reduction of Lon- 
don’s bank rate; Wall Street money 
rates were unchanged.

The Indiana commissioner declared 
that he did not want to criticize the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
but he regretted that virtually ali 
control over steam railroads, even 
in the intrastate traffic, had been 
taken from the hands of the State. 
He thought there was an unfortunate 
tendency to look to Washington for 
utility control. Utility problems were 
still! primarily local in nature, he 
said, adding that ‘‘all possible au- 
thority’’ should be left in the hands 
of the State. 

Taking issue with much previous 
testimony -before the investigeting 
commission, Mr. Ellis said that he 
saw no need for the regluation of 
utility holding companies. The mul- 
tiplication of such holding companies 
in New York was one of the chief 
reasons for the present inquiry. 

Mr. Vannemen testified that rural 
electric rates in New York were 
‘steadily declining at a rapid pace.” 
He predicted an extension of rural 
lines, although admitting that the 
location of some farms would prob- 
ably leave them always without cen- 
tral electric service. 

The public hearing will be con- 
tinued at the Bar Association today. 
No time was devoted yesterday. to 
the charges made in private session 
against members of the Public Ser- 
vice Commission. The question of 
Rolicy involved will be considered 
again next week,

CALLS RATE CUTS ONLY SOP 


John H. Fahey at Bay State Inquiry 
Replies to Utilities’: Claim, 


BOSTON, Dec. 12 @.—John HF. 
Fahey, publisher of The Worcester 
Post, today told the special legisla- 
tive commission, appointed to inves- 
tigate public utilities that privately 
owned utility companies almost in- 
variably in the past’ had cut their 
rates only in anticipetion of a gen- 
eral public demand, He added that 
the extent of such reductions was 
mS, enough ‘“‘to keep the public 
quiet,”’ 

Mr, Fahey, who is a former presi- 
dent of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, said that such’a policy 
of voluntary ‘reduction in rates usu- 
ally had the.effect of forestalling any 
considerable compulsory reduction.

They Can Handle $250,000,000) 
in New Contracts in 3 Years, 
American Council Reports. 


American shipyards are equipped 
to undértake the construction of 
$225,000,000 in ships in the next three 
years without even attaining their 
normal capacity, according to a sur- 
vey report prepared by the National 
Council of American Shipbuilders, 11 
Broadway, and submitted. to the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, 

This estimate deals with the sea- 
board shipyards and disregards those 
concerned with tonnage on the Great 
Lakes and inland waterways. 

With this volume the shipyards 
would be able to offer employment 
to 10,000 more men than at present, 
and a similar number’ would be 
added to the forces of associated in- 
dustries, the report held. This is 
based on the standard estimate that 
80 per cent of the cost of a merchant 
vessel goes to labor, 40 per cent in 
the shipyards and 40 per cent to 
associated industries: 
American shipyards experienced a 
great boom in the year ended Nov. 
1, 1929, when contracts for merchant 
and naval vessels totaled $122,600,000, 
of which $101,600,000 was for mer- 
chant ships. The unfinished mer- 
chant vessels totaled $93,300,000. To 
maintain a yearly volume of ship 
construction equal to that now on 
hand, the council estimates, 
tracts of at least $75,000,000 are re- 
quired and 10,000 extra men must be 
employed.

The éntire system of street. clean- 
ing in the city, particularly methods 
of handling ashes and refuse, was 
assailed last night at a meeting held 
under the auspices of the Commit- 
tee of Twenty on Street and Outdoor 
Cleanliness at the Engineering Audi- 
torium, 25 West Thirty-ninth Street. 
About 500 persons attending the 
meeting applauded vigorously as 
speakers - condemned. the ‘‘anti- 
quated’’ apparatus and recommended 
modern equipment to better the 
situation. 

Dr. George A. Soper, sanitary engi- 
heer and member of the committee, 
contrasted the methods here ‘with 
dustless collection systems and) scien- 
tific. incinerating plants he, said he 
observed in European cities on a re- 
cent trip. In -fundamental changes 
in the system here Dr. Soper recom- 
mended the following improvements: 

“Improved, covered house. recep- 
tacles for garbage and other refuse, 
covered, motor-driven collecting ve- 
hicles for dustless collection, :a two- 
part system of separation of house 
refuse, encouragement of home 
burning of refuse and tight bundiing 
of papers, incinerating plants for all 
the house refuse of the city, cleaning 
of sidewalks by Street Cleaning De- 
partment except as to removal of 


snow, an- ordinance. prohibiting lit- 
tering of streets, the installation of 
litter baskets on the streets, -hand 
labor to collect litter on streets and 
a system of cost accounting to show 
the value of equipment and proce-
